The Northerns control the majority 
of stock in the Burlington and use 
it* track* on the division west of Chi­ 
cago. Under the in te sta te commerce 
commission plan for merging the two 
lines, the Burlington would 
be 
ex­ 
cluded and the Northern* left with 
the alternative of discontinuing the 
Chicago-St. Paul division or leasing 
tracks. 
Ralph Budd, president of the Great 
Northern, today said he wa* not cer­ 
tain what proposal will be made to the 
commission by the Northerns. He ad­ 
mitted Great Northern and Northern 
Pacific officials had conferred over the 
merger proposal but said no decision 
had been reached.

The Inquiry will offer an opportunity 
for those who have criticized the farm 
board privately and have voiced sus­ 
picion of the grain trade publicly to 
check the conclusion they have reach­ 
ed. 
Under terms of the resolution, the 
committee could go beyond wheat and 
investigate the board's policies on cot­ 
ton and other commodities.

He ad­ 
m itted G reat N orthern and N orthern 
Pacific officials had conferred over the 
m erger proposal but said no decision 
had been reached. 
“At present we are unable to say 
whether the G reat N orthern will ac­ 
cept the plan conditioned on the g ran t­ 
ing of a Chicago outlet or w hether we 
will be willing to give up the B urling­ 
ton at all and if so under w hat condi­ 
tions,” Budd said.

Stabilization In 
Dairy Products Needed 


U nless eliminated in the near future, 
the present surplus of dairy products 
will prove dangerous to all efforts to 
stabilize and improve agricultural con­ 
ditions, County Agent E. G. Ruth de­ 
clared this week. 
He re-emphasized 
the remedy advocated by the National 
D airy Council and agricultural lead­ 
ers. 
“If each member of the rural com­ 
m unities of the country would eat 
onc-half ounce more butter per day 
for the next two months, the surplus 
would be removed and the industry 
stabilized,” the county agent believes. 
Extra butter in the diet would bene­ 
fit 
every 
one. 
All 
food 
authorities 


agree, the county agent said, that no 
one is eating enough dairy products 
for best health. 
“It is now recognized by all scient­ 
ists 
that 
butter 
supplies 
the 
sub­ 
stances 
necessary 
for 
growth 
and 
health 
a n d 
builds 
resistance,” 
he 
pointed out. “Butter is also known to 
be the most economical and palatable 
form of food fat. Authorities in foods 
and feeding recommend, in the inter­ 
est of health, a daily consumption of 
at least one and one-half ounces of 
butter by each person. 
“Fblks in this community should 
take immediate advantage of this op­ 
portunity of improving their health, 
since it also means stabilizing one cf 
our major industries. 
Eat more but­ 
ter, cheese, and ice cream; drink more 
milk, now and in the future, and per­ 
manently secure dairying.”
